2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-4, 8- 
1 1 , 25, 28-30, 33, 34, 37 and 38 are allowed because, the prior art of record specifically 
Matsui et al. (US 6,425,082) does not teach superposing overlapped frames to generate 
a frame wherein said additive information is embedded of claim 1 , 25, 28, adding an 
additional sample, from the end of a preceding frame processed in the same manner as 
in said steps of extracting, multiplying, performing changing, performing and multiplying 
to a previous sample from the head of said current frame processed at said step of 
multiplying, and generating one new frame including the plurality of samples of claims 8 
and 33, combined with other features and elements of the claims.
